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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1, 6-13, 18, 19 and 23-29 are allowed. None of the references of record 
either alone or in proper combination disclose a collapsible enclosure for backflow 
preventers in combination with the claimed limitations and structural features including a 
housing with an open bottom, first hinge affixing roof to a rear wall, second hinge 
affixing side walls with a front wall, said front wall having both upper and lower portions 
connected and foldable via a third hinge affixed between the two, a fastener means for 
releasably attaching said lower panel to and from said sidewalls and each wall being 
covered by insulation on an inside surface. 

Response to Arguments 

. Applicant's arguments, with respect to the rejection(s) of claim(s) 25 under 35 
USC 102(b) and claim(s) 1,6-8, 12, 18 and 19 under 35 USC 103(a) have been fully 
considered and are persuasive. Specifically, proper motivation to modify Hart with a 
front wall releasably attached to sidewalls and to make said front wall foldable per . 
medially placed hinges was not present. Also a second hinge, 1 st resilient member, 2 nd 
resilient member and flanges disposed from the roof regarding claim 25. As such, the 
rejections of the aforementioned claims have been withdrawn.
